Rocket Engine 


Blown Up in 


Safety Test 


JACKASS FLATS, Nev. (A P) 
— This nation’s nuclear rocket 
engine program has leaped an 
important safety hurdle. Scien­ 
tists blew one up in a deliberate 
accident with no more dam age 
or radioactivity than they ex­ 
pected. 
Still to be learned, however, Is 
what would happen if such an 
engine fell into the sea in a 
launching mishap. 
Salt water increases the num 
her of fissions or atom-splittings 
per second in a miclear-fueled 
reactor, and thus multiplies the 
explosive effect. 
Tuesday’s test resulted in a 
spectacular 
explosion. 
There 
was a 15-foot-diameter fireball, 
a great cloud of dust, and a 
multicolored 
shower 
of twin­ 
kling, radioactive sparks. 
Telephone poles 50 feet away 
were blown high in the air, and 
set afire by the 8,000-degree- 
Fahrenheit heat generated by 
the blast.

That much is agreed by all 
concerned with tile ceremonies 
of next Wednesday, but the Se­ 
cret Service security screen is 
so dense that it has blocked re­ 
porters’ access to mo6t of the 
details.

It would do away with the 40- 
year-old national-origins quota 
system. Johnson called the quo­

system “ incompatible with 
our basic American tradition.” 
Instead, immigrants would be 
selected on a first-come, first- 
serve basis, within a system of 
preferences based on work and 
cultural skills and family unity. 
The bill Is virtually identical 
to one proposed in 1963 by P res­ 
ident John F. Kennedy. Johnson 
urged Congress today to give 
the revived bill priority consid­ 
eration.

A striking anachro nism o f the present 
unprecedented pro sperity cy cle is that 
it seems incapable o f amelio rating 
so me o f the eco no mic maladjustments 
which usually acco mpany recessio ns o r 
depressio ns.

seems to pro v ide a so lutio n fo r the un­ 
emplo y ed. Ev en a reco rd o utlay by g o v ­ 
ernment fo r welfare and po v erty pro ­ 
g rams canno t claim any impro v ement. 
Go v ernment spending in ex cess o f 
inco me is ano ther illustratio n. It fo r­ 
merly was the arg ument o f liberal 
eco no mists that deficit spending was 
necessary during perio ds o f recessio n, 
but they also arg ued tho se deficits 
co uld be made up by budg et surpluses 
in times o f pro sperity . 
During the fo ur y ears o f the current 
bo o m, no t a sing le budg et has been bal­ 
anced. To the co ntrary , the deficit fo r 
this perio d has been larg er than fo r 
any prev io us fo ur y ears, ex cept during 
Wo rld War II. 
Or take credit o v erex tensio n. There 
no lo ng er sho uld be much do ubt that 
the American eco no my is based o n 
credit, bo th in business and in perso nal 
dealing s. But there is still a po int at 
which credit is o v erex tended, and that 
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po int is being reach ed by increasing 
numbers o f indiv iduals and businesses. 
Bankruptcy is o ne o f the mo st widely 
j 
used baro meters fo r indicating o v er­ 
o ptimism in debt ex tensio n, and the 
number o f business failures in recent j 
y ears has been steadily increasing . But 
mo re startling is the rapid rise in the j 
number o f perso nal bankruptcies. In 
the fo ur y ears between 1960 and 1964 , 
perso nal bankruptcies ro se 60 per cent,' 
fro m 99,000 to 15 5 ,000, 
Last y ear, credito rs lo st $1.2 billio n . 
as a result o f perso nal bankruptcies. 
In an effo rt to aid the g ro wing armies 1 
o f debt-ridden indiv iduals, o nly partly 
reflected by bankruptcies, a number o f; 
no n-pro fit credit co unseling ag encies 
hav e been started in the last y ear in 
cities all o v er the United States. These 
ag encies, spo nso red by businessmen,1 
banks and o thers mo st directly affected 
by debt-burdened co nsumers, are fre­ 
quently able to prev ent bankruptcy by 
interceding b e t w e e n credito r and 
debto r and placing the latter o n a so und 
mo ney -manag ement pro g ram. 
Unso und mo ney po licies by g o v ern­ 
ment units are bo und to be reflected in 
co nsumer manag ement practices, as 
the rise in indiv idual bankruptcies indi­ 
cates. It is g o o d to see financial insti­ 
tutio ns 
and 
businessmen 
substitute 
so und co nsumer practices fo r tho se who 
find pie-in-the-sky theo ries unwo rkable.

A striking anachronism of the present 
unprecedented prosperity cycle is that 
it 
seem s 
incapable 
of

some of the economic maladjustments 
which usually accompany recessions or 
depressions. 
Unemployment, for instance, holds 
even at about 4 million persons, or five 
per cent of the working population. R ec­ 
ord earnings, record wages, a record 
gross national product — none of these 
seems to provide a solution for the un­ 
employed. Even a record outlay by gov­ 
ernment for welfare and poverty pro­ 
grams cannot claim any improvement. 
Government spending in excess of 
income is another illustration. It for­ 
merly was the argument of liberal 
economists that deficit spending was 
necessary during periods of recession, 
but they also argued those deficits 
could be made up by budget surpluses 
in times of prosperity. 
During the four years of the current 
boom, not a single budget has been bal­ 
anced. To the contrary, the deficit for 
this period has been larger than for 
any previous four years, except during 
World War II. 
Or take credit overextension. There 
no longer should be much doubt that 
the American economy is based on 
credit, both in business and in personal 
dealings. But there is still a point at 
which credit is overextended, and that

Unsound money policies by govern­ 
ment units are bound to be reflected in 
consumer management practices, as 
the rise in individual bankruptcies indi­ 
cates.

WASHINGTON (A P ) — Dean 
Burch’s 
decision 
to 
quit 
as) 
chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee April I is a 
major defeat for former Sen. 
Barry Gold water. But it made 
some other things clear, too. 
Goldwaterbes will not run the 
Republican party; Coldwater is 
definitely 
not its 
leader 
any 
longer; 
Republican 
governors 
and former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
and 
former 
Vice 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
charted the road for Burch’s 
exit. 
Many if not most Republicans 
would have felt Coldwater con­ 
trolled the party chairman so 
long as the 37-year-old Burch 
remained as chairman. Ile had 
been the senator’s loyal beaten 
ant for years and had 
been 
handpicked 
by him 
as 
party 
chairman for a four-year term. 
After his disastrous defeat by 
President Johnson last Novem­ 
ber Coldwater said he didn’t 
consider himself the party lead­ 
er but nevertheless he put h i s 


position of influence rn the party 
on the line by his defense of 
Burch 
First, he defied the Republi­ 
cans who wanted to get rid of 
Burch. “ They are not going to1 
throw 
Burch 
out.” 
he 
said. 
Burch could have been retained 
or fired by the 132-man National 
Committee which meets in Chi­ 
cago Jan. 22 23. 
But Goldwater went further, 
clearly 
making 
himself, 
not 
Burch, the main issue in the 
fight over the chairmanship. Hp 
said the firing of Burch would 
be a “ repudiation of me.” 
The cries of “ Burch must go” 
began shortly after the Novem­ 
ber election. Burch didn't ac­ 
cept this and began to fight to 
retain his job. at least to the 
extent 
of 
polling 
committee 
members to see how much sup*1 
port he had. 
His prospects began to dim bv 
early December when Republi­ 
can 
governors 
called 
for 
an 
overhaul of the National Com­ 
mittee and, without mentioning

Burch by name, said the Na­ 
tional Committee should ‘adopt 
leadership which clearly repn - 
sents a broad view of republi­ 
canism.” 
A number of the governors, 
but not all, said this was aimed 
at Burch. That was Dec. 5. Four 
days later Coldwater went to 
New’ York to confer with Eisen­ 
hower and Nixon. 
The three agreed Republican 
unity could be achieved if op­ 
posing factions 
gave 
a 
little 
ground, meaning if they were 
willing to compromise a bit on 
their differences. 
Then Nixon talked to news­ 
men. “ We feel.” he said, refer­ 
ring to Eisenhower, “ and Sen. 
Goldwater agrees that the na 
tional 
chairman 
must 
have 
broad-based support.” This is 
what the governors had said. 
Nixon said unanimity was not 
necessary but a majority of one 
wasn’t enough to prove Burch 
had 
broad 
backing. 
He 
said 
Burch’s polls showed he had a 
backing of a majority on the; 
committee. 
Then Nixon said it was up to 
Coldwater and Burch to develop 
the broad-based support if they 
could. 
Later in December Goldwater 
wrote the committee members 
to say he would be glad to rec­ 
ommend Burch’s replacement if 
it would help unify the party 
and that he had never rejected 
any compromise. 
But he added: “ I cannot see 
that the ouster of Mr. Burch 
would 
constitute 
a 
compro­ 
mise.” Instead, he said, he felt 
it would be a surrender by those 
Republicans w’ho had supported 
him. 
Then Burch wrote all 132 com­ 
mittee members, saying his res­ 
ignation had been called for on 
the 
grounds 
that 
he 
was 
a 
“ symbol” of Goldwater and the 
“ so-called conservative faction” 
of the party. 
“ If this is true,*' he added, 
“ then 
my 
resignation 
under 
pressure 
at this 
time 
would 
clearly be interpreted as a re­ 
pudiation 
by 
the 
Republican 
party of all those voters who 
identified themselves with re­ 
sponsible conservative Republi­ 
canism.” 
But Goldwater and Burch fi­ 
nally, after a nose-count, con­ 
cluded that while Burch could 
win a vote of confidence from 
the committee it would not be 
big enough to provide a man­ 
date — which is another way of 
saying the broad-based support 
mentioned by Eisenhow’er and 
Nixon. 
So, with Goldwater standing 
beside him, Burch said Tuesday 
he w’ould quit in April to make 
way for Ray Bliss, Ohio's Re­ 
publican chairman. 
Why Burch wants to w ait until 
April, instead of stepping aside 
when the committee meets this 
month, can hardly be interpret­ 
ed as anything but a face-saving 
device. 
But 
the 
returns 
are 
plain 
enough:

It would eliminate an old two- 
vision — the socalled “ Asia- 
Pacific triangle” — that dis- 
criminates against persons of 
Asian ancestry by forcing them 
to apply under the quota of their 
country of ancestry even if they 
have lived for generations in a 
lion-Aslan nation. 
The provision would he abol­ 
ished 
immediately 
— 
even 
though the new' bill would pres- 
cribe gradual elimination of the 
whole quota system over five 
years. 


The Kennedy immigration bill 
was sent to Congress in Ju ly 
1963. It underwent Senate and 
House 
Judiciary' 
Committee 
hearings but never came to a 
vote in either house. 
The Johnson bill, following its 
guidelines, would set at about 
165,000 the maximum quota im­ 
migrants each year. No country 
could account for more than IO 
per cent of the total. But the 
President could reserve 30 per 
cent of the total numbers for 
distribution 
to 
Allied 
nations 
who currently send more immi­ 
grants than the 
IO per cent 
would allow. He could reserve 
IO per cent more for refugees. 
If a national fails to use all o f 
its IO per cent, its extra spaces 
would be reassigned to another 
nation. Great Britain, for exam­ 
ple, uses only about 32.000 o f its 
annual assignment of 83,000 un­ 
der the present system. 
As under the 1924 law, first 
preference w’ould go to those 
with the most to offer the Unit­ 
ed States, But instead of lim it­ 
ing this preference to those with 
“ urgently 
needed” 
skills, 
as 
under the present law, it would 
be broadened to include those 
whose 
immigration 
would 
be 
“ especially 
advantageous” 
to 
U.S. economy and culture. 
Parents of U.S. citizens would 
no longer be subject to quota 
limitations. 
Parents of aliens 
who live in the United States 
would fall into a fourth pref­ 
erence class; they currently are 
given 
no 
preference. 
Second 
preference would continue to go 
to unmarried children of U.S. 
citizens, 
third 
preference 
to 
spouses and children of aliens in 
the United States. 
Hie new* bill would abolish the 
ban 
against the 
mentally re­ 
tarded or aliens with histories of 
mental 
illness. 
Such 
persons 
could be admitted if they are 
close relatives of U.S. citizens 
or aliens previously admitted. 
Tile law also would eliminate 
the 
requirement 
that 
aliens 
seeking first preference already 
have jobs lined up in th is coun­ 
try. And it would grant partial 
preference for the first time to 
aliens who could fill certain la­ 
bor shortages here. The old law 
requires 
immigrants 
seeking 
preference 
because 
of 
their 
skills to meet rigorous stand­ 
ards as specialists. 
The old bill was designed to 
maintain the racial and ethnic 
balance at the U.S. po pula tio n 
I — as it was in 1920.

Protestants OK Residential Integration 


NEW YORK (AP) — A na*I 
tionwide poll of 7,000 American 
Protestants showed today that a 
large majority of them support 
racial integration in church and 
also in residential communities. 
But 52 per cent of those polled 
said they would respect the ob­ 
jections of neighbors by not sell­ 
ing their homes to a person of 
another race. 
The poll, described as the first 


national survey of its kind, was you object to a person of anotti-
